the head while it is being cut off. 
A volume of Frank Leslie s m aga­ 
zine for the years of 1859 and 1860 
is of much interest as it contains 
many war stories and incidents lead­ 
ing up to the war. 
There are many other articles of 
interest th at must be seen to be ap­ 
preciated as they all are of some real 
historic value or have some tradition 
connected with them which is of in­ 
terest.
